The  Board  of  Management  of  the  St.  George's  So- 
ciety, before  retiring  from  office,  has  the  honor  to 
submit  to  the  Members  the  usual  annual  statement 
of  the  affairs  of  the  Society. 

One  of  the  most  important  matters  which  the 
Board  has  to  report  is  that  the  efforts  of  the  Society, 
so  long  ineffectual,  to  obtain  an  Act  of  Incorporation, 
have  at  length  met  with  success.  At  the  last  session 
of  tlie  Legislature  a  Charter  was  obtained  which 
gives  the  Society  ample  corporate  powers.  There 
is  now,  theretbre,  no  reason  to  doubt  that  the  pros- 
perous condition  which  the  Society  has  attained  will 
be  permanent,  and  we  may  confidently  hope  that  it 
will  long  continiie  to  ])e,  as  during  the  fourteen  years 
of  its  existence  it  has  been,  the  means  of  affording 
promptly  effectual  relief  to  distressed  English  and 
Welshmen,  and  of  cherishing  in  us  the  kindly  and 
ennobling  associations  which  pertain  to  the  remem- 
brance of  our  country. 

The  attention  of  the  officers  now  to  be  elected, 
will  be  early  required  for  the  revision  of  the  by-laws, 
the  procuring  of  a  Seal,  form  of  Diploma,  &,c.,  ren- 
dered necessary  by  the  incorporation  of  the  Society. 

The  Reports  for  the  year  1818,  together  with  lists 
of  Members  and  of  the  past  and  present  Officers, 
were  published  early  in  the  past  year  ;  appended  to 
these  was  a  statement  of  the  alterations  which  had 
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Leeii  matle  in  the  Constitution  and  by-laws  since 
they  were  printed  in  pamphlet  form.  Mo.>t  of  the 
Members  have  doubtless  been  furnished  by  the 
Treasurer  with  a  copy  of  nil  these  documents. 

St.  George's  day  was  as  usual  celebrated  by  the 
attendance  of  the  Society,  at  Divine  Service.  The 
Patron  of  the  Society,  his  Lordship  the  IHshop  of 
Montreal,  was  present ;  prayers  were  read  by  the 
Kevd.  G.  Mackie,  D.  D.  and  a  very  exce^li  nt  ser- 
mon was  preached  by  tlie  Kevd.  A  W.  Mountain, 
B.  A.,  both  Chaplains  of  the  Society  ;  an  admirable 
musical  service  appropriate  to  the  occasion,  was  per- 
formed again  this  year,  by  S.  Codinan.  Esq.,  and 
the  ladies  and  gentlemen  ol'llic  choir  of  the  Cat])c- 
dral,  and  the  collection  in  aid  of  the  cliarital)le  fiiiid 
amounted  to  oG21  17s.  It  is  to  be  rcgr'^ttod  that 
the  annual  dinner  Avas  this  year  iiiiavoidably  ornittcd 
in  the  celebration  of  the  day — a  deviation  IVom  tlu>- 
ancient  usage  of  the  Society,  which  it  is  hoped  that 
circumstances  will  not  again  render  necessary. 

A  short  time  before  the  anniversarv,  a  coinmuuica- 
tion  was  received  by  the  Board  of  Management, 
from  the  Officorj  of  a  Society  then  qxute  recently 
established  in  this  citv,  under  the  title  of  the  "Junior 
St.  Gcorge'y  Society,"  asking  to  be  associated  as  a 
distinct  body  with  your  Society  in  the  celebration  of 
the  annual  icstivrd  ;  to  this  request  the  Board  did 
not  deem  itself  autliorised  to  accede,  and  an  intima- 
tion to  that  eifoct  was  accordingly  for  arded  to  the 
.Junior  5St.  George's  Society,  together  with  an  invi- 
tation to  all  its  Members  to  join  vou  in  tlv  observ- 
ances  of  tlio  day  as  individual  brother  Engli.shnifvn. 
The  Charitable  Committee  has  been  judiciously 
liberal  in  the  relief  of  applicants  for  assistance;  it 
lias  not,  however,  been  found  requisite  to  dispense 
ho  large  a  sum  this  year  as  in  some  of  the  past  years, 
although  the  alteration  recently  made  in  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Society  has  considerably  increased 
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Uie  sum  avalluhlc  for  cliiiritahlc  puipost's.  J'Ik-j 
!iook  of  the  Comtnitlce  la  on  the  tal)le  I'cr  tlie 
iuforination  of  Members  ;  it  appears  tlut  the  number 
of  cases  relieved  was  thirty-five,  many  of  these  in- 
eluding  several  individuals  ot  one  family,  and  that 
the  sum  distributed  was  >f  7-.  17s.  .5d  A  report 
of  each  case  will,  if  desired,  be  prinUd  with  this 
Report,  for  the  use  of  the  Members. 

The  Treasurer's  Report  will  explain  the  finaneial 
position  ot"  the  Society  ;  under  the  management  of 
that  zealous  oflicer  the  funds  continue  to  inerrase, 
notwithstanding  the  depression  under  whieh  the  [gen- 
eral interests  of  the  eilv  have  labored  durinr'  the 
last  two  years.  It  Avill  be  observed  that  the  Per- 
manent Fund  of  the  Societv  now  amounts  to  X'l.lGO. 
and  that  the  considerable  sum  of  £09  15s.,  is  due 
for  arrears  of  snbseription,  &c.,

At  one  of  the  destructive  fires  which  this  year 
laid  waste  parts  of  our  city,  the  box  containing  the 
earlier  records  and  papers,  was  burnt  in  the  dwelling- 
house  of  the  Secretary — an  accident  to  be  much 
regretted,  as  documents  of  great  interest  to  the 
Society  are  thus  irrecoverably  lost.  The  books 
containing  the  records  of  the  Society  since  January 
1841,  alone  remain. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Society  has  suffered  the 
Inss  of  J.  C.  Fisher,  LL.  D.,  a  Life  Member.  The 
services  whieh  Dr.  Fisher  has  rendered  to  the  So- 
ciety since  its  institution,  the  eflicient  manner  in 
which  he  has  recently  presided  over  it  and  performed 
the  duties  of  several  other  of  its  highest  oiiices  are 
doubtless  fresh  in  the  memory  of  the  members:  in 
him  the  Society  has  lost  a  past  ollicer  eminent  for 
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iiis  zeal  and  atllvlfy — a  liicmLer  noted  lor  his  atluin- 
nicnls  as  a  scliolar  and  lor  his  courtesy  as  a  gentle-* 
man. 

The  Society  has  also  had  to  sustain  the  loss  by 
death  of  Wni.  rhilHps.  Ksq.,  Mr.  A.  Lenfcsty,  and 
Mr.  Thos.  Yates,  Lilo  IMcnibcrs,  Jeremiali  Lcaycraft, 
Esq.,  ]\Ir.  G.  Arnold  and  .\ir.  S.  Hough,  ordinary 
^Icmbers.  Although  the  decease  of  some  of  the 
oldest  and  most  respected  of  the  Members  has  thus 
to  be  recorded,  the  Society  has  much  cause  to  be 
thankful  to  the  Almighty  that  more  of  its  Members 
were  not  taken  away  by  the  fatal  disease  which  has 
but  recently  left  this  city  ;  whilst  at  least  one-fortieth 
of  the  inhabitants  of  Qiiebec  have  fallen  victims  to 
the  Cholera  during  the  last  summer  and  autumn, 
our  Society  has  to  lament  the  loss  of  but  three  (the 
late  Messrs.  Yates,  Arnold  and  Hough)  out  of  more 
ban  two  hundred  Members  enrolled  on  its  List.

WHEREAS  the  PrcMdent    and    Memlicrs    of   the  As>:nria- 
tion   wliicli    halh    for   many   years    oxisteJ    ut    Qiiehoc. 
under  tlie  name  of  the  St.  Geor<jc's  ^'ncii'/i/  of    Qiirhcc^   have 
by  their  Petition    to  the  Lcgislaiure    ri'presentecJ,   ihrit  the  s»i  1 
Association  has  heen  formed  for  \V.<^   htMievolent  piiipf^e   vS  af- 
fording pecuniary,  medical,  ami  other  relief  to   l-ulIi    natives   of 
England  and  Wales  and  their  descendants,    in    this   Pioviiu.e,  as 
may,    from  sickness  or  other  causes,   h?ve  fallen  irito   disiresa, 
and  have  prayed  that,   for  the  belter  attainment   of  the  oi/iocts 
of  the    said  Association,    it    may   be  invested    with   corporate 
powers;  and   by  reason  of  the   good  effected    by  the   said  Asso- 
ciation it  is  expedient  to  grant   the  prayer  of  the  said  Petition  : 
Be  it  therefore    enacted   by  the  Queen's  Most  Excellent  Ma- 
jesty, by  and   with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the   Legislative 
Council  and   of  the  Legislative   Assembly  of   the   Province   of 
Canada,  constituted  and  assembled   by  virtue  of  and   under  the 
authority  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  Parliament  of  the  United  King- 
dom  of  Great   Britain   and   Ireland,  and   intituled,  ^n  Act  to 
re-unite  t/tg   Provinces  of  U^jpcr  and  Loner  Canada,  and 
for  the  Government  of  Canada,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  That  Thomas  William  Lloyd,  Henry  John 
Noad,  John   Musson,  William    Bennett,   John    H.  Clint,  Robert 
Symes,    the   Reverend     George  MacUie,  D.  D.,  the    Reverend 
Armine  W.   Mountain,   B.   A.,  James   A.   Sewell,   M.  D.  E., 
Charles  Poston,   Benjamin   Cole,    William  B.  Meyer,   W^eston 
Hunt,  Robert  Roberts,  Peter  Sheppard,  Samuel  Wright,  Abraham 
Joseph,   William   Hedley  Anderson,  Benson   Bennett,   William 
Kimlin,  M.  D.,  Henry  W.  Welch,  WiUiam  H.  A.  Davies,  John 
Shaw,  and  Samuel  Newton,   and  such  other  persons  as  are  now 
Members  of    the  said   Association,  or  shall  hereafter  become 
Members  thereof,  under  the  provisions   of   this   Act,  and   the 
By-laws   made  or  in   force   under  the  authority  thereof,  shall  be 
and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a  Body  Politic  and   Corporate,  by

ttierool",  not   oxeecding  the  value  aforesaid,  and  shall    liave  such 

other  powers    as  may  he    necessary  to   carry  this  Act  into  eflect 

atMvinJiiii^  lo  its  true   intent  and  meaning;  and    all  property,  real 

and  personal,  now  helonjfirig  to  the  Association  aforesaid,  or  held 

in  trust  for  the  said  Association,  or  for  the  use  thereof,  sliall  after 

the  passing  of  this  Act,  become  the  property    of  the  Corporation 

lurt.'by  conslituted  ;  and  all  debts  due  to  and  obligations  contracted 

in  favour  of  the  said  Aosoiiation,  or  any  OtTicer  of  the  Association 

or  other  person  acting  on  behalf  thereof,  shall  from  the  same  tinie 

he  deemed  to  he    due  to,  and  to   have  been  contracted  in  favour 

of  the  said  Corporation  ;  and  all  debts  due   from,  and  obligations 

contracted    by  the    said  Association,    or  by  any  Officer   or  person 

acting  on  behalf  thereof,  shall  from  the  same  time  be  deemed  to 

he  due  from,  and  to  have  been  contracted  by  the  said  Corporation  ; 

and  all    such  profierty,    debts  and    obligations  may    be    sued    for, 

recovered  and  enforced,  by  or  against  the  said  Corporation. 

11.  Provided    always,  and  be   it  enacted,  That  the  said  Corpo- 
ration   shall    have   no  power  to   hold  any  property,  nor  shall  any 
property  be  held  in  tru^t   for   them  or   for  their  use,  except  such 
as  shall  be  derived   from  the  follovving  sources,  or   purchased  with 
funds   ilerived  from  such  sources,  that  it  is  to  say :  The  property 
of  the   Association   hereby  transferred  to  the    said  Corporation  ; 
the   admission   fees   of  Ordinary   or  Honorary  Members,  which 
shall  in  no  case   exceed  one   pound  five   shillings  currency,  each 
Member;  the   life   subscription   of  Members,  which  shall   in  no 
case   exceed   seven  pounds  ten  shillings  currency,  for   each  ;  the 
annual    subscription   of  Members  for  the  general  purposes  pf  the 
Corpoiation,  which  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  rate  often  shillings 
currency,  per  annum;  the  subscriptions  of  Members  to  the  Charita- 
ble Funds  of  the  Corporation,  donations,  bequests  or  legacies  made 
to  the  said  Corporation,  and  the  moneys  arising  froai  fines   and 
forfeitures   lawfully  imposed  by  the  By-laws:    And  provided  also, 
that  the  property  and  funds  of  the  said  Corporation,  that  is  to  siy, 
the  amount  of  tiie  permanent  fund  which  forms  ihe  chief  part  of 
the   property   of  the  Association   hereby  transferred   to  the  said 
Corporation,   and  all   sums  which   shall  hereafter  be  received   by 
the  said  Corporation  for  life  subscriptions  of  Members,  or  from 
legacies,    bequests   or    donations,   not    specially    made   for   other 
purposes,  shall  constitute  liie  permanent  Fund  of  the  Corporation, 
n.i  par!  of  the  ('aj)ital    amount  of  which    shall  be   expended  or 
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paid  away,  but  the  vvliolti  sIihI!  from  time  to  time  be  in\e«tt*d  ki 
real  or  immoveable  property  (not  exceeding  t!ie  value  aforesaid, }  in 
Bank  Slock  or  Provincial  or  other  Securities  hereinafter  designuted, 
and  the  renta,  interest  or  otlier  income  aiising  Irom  such  invest- 
ments, together  with  the  moneys  derived  by  the  said  Corporation 
from  all  source.--,  .shall  be  applied  sololy  to  the  lol'owiiig;  i)urpose9, 
that  is  to  say:  To  defraying;  the  current  expenses  of  the  Corpoi'atioo 
for  the  purposes  of  its  Instilulioii,  and  the  re'ief  of  perdun.-i  wIk/ik 
the  Corporation  may  deem  proper  objects  of  sucli  relief,  according 
♦o  the  By-laws  of  the  Corjioration  tlieti  in  force,  and.  to  the 
provisions  of  t'.rs  .Act. 

HI.  And  he  it  enacted,  That  the  affairs  and  business  of  the 
said  Corporation  sliali  be  managed  by  a  Cnminiltooof  IManagement, 
consisting  of  a  President,  a  first  and  second  Vice-President,  a 
Secretary,  an  Assistant  Secretary,  one  or  two  Chaplains,  one  or 
two  Physicians,  and  tifieen  other  Membe^^^  to  he  elected  annuiilly 
at  a  G'^neral  Meeiuif;  of  the  Members  of  the  Corporrtioi;,  held  in 
conformity  to  the  By-laws  thereof,  besides  a  Treasurer  to  be 
appointed  at  a  Meeting  of  the  Ollicers  so  elected,  which  shall  be 
held  within  twenty  four  hours  of  such  aforesaid  election,  ai.d  the 
Committee  so  elected  and  appointed  shall  remain  in  office  ui.til 
others  are  elected  and  appointed  in  their  stead ;  and  any  six 
Members,  and  the  President  or  a  Vice-President  shall  be  a  quoi-an: 
for  the  de.-^patch  of  business  j  and  any  majority  of  such  a  qi(0?-u;:i 
may  exercise  all  the  powers  of  the  said  Committee,  at  all  meetings 
held  in  accordance  with  the  By-laws  ot  the  said  Cori)oration,  nw', 
the  President,  Vice-President,  or  other  person  prei^iding  at  any 
Buch  meeting,  shall  vote  as  a  Member  of  the  Committee,  and  if  the 
Committee  be  then  equally  divided,  shall  have  a  castii^g  vote. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  Deeds  sealed  with  the  Com- 
mon Seal  of  the  Corporation,  and  signed  by  the  President  or  Vue. 
Presidents  and  by  some  other  Member  of  the  Committee  of  Man- 
agement, and  countersigned  by  the  Treasurer,  and  none  oiliei', 
shall  be  held  to  be  Deeds  of  the  Corporation  :  Provided  ah\ay;', 
thai  the  Treasurer  for  the  time  being  may  receive  all  moneys  pay. 
able  to  the  Corporation,  and  grant  valid  receipts  therefor. 

V.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Cor. 
poration  to  make  By-laws  which  shall  bind  the  Members  thereof, 
and  all  other  parties  who  shall  in  writing  agree  to  be  bound  by 
them,  and  to  repeal  or  amend  the  same  from  time  to  time  in  the 
manner  hereinafter  provided  ;  and  such  By-laws  or  Amendments 
(except  those  of  the  said  Association  hereinafter  continued  in  force,) 
ehall  be  prepared  by  the  Committeeof  Management,  and  submitted 
by  them  to  a  General  Meeting  of  the  Corporation,  at  which  the 
President  and  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents,  and  at  least  twenty-five 
Oi-dinary  Members  of  the  Corporation,  shall  be  present,  and  may 
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XI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  tlie  said  Corporation  shall  not  he 
dissolved,  or  the  property  thereof  divided  among  the  Members,  ex- 
fcpl  under  the  provisions  of  a  By-law,  passed  by  the  consent  of  at 
least  nine  tenths  of  the  Members  of  iho  said  Corporation,  nor  nn- 
If'HS  sin;li  By-laws  shall  provide  for,  and  the  Funds  of  the  Cor- 
poration shall  be  BulTicient  to  meet  the  payment  of  all  demands 
against  the  Corporation  :  Provided  always,  that  nothin)?  herein 
contained  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  any  Member  from  with- 
drawing at  any  time  from  the  said  Corporation  after  payment  of 
al!  arrears  by  him  due  to  the  Funds  thereof,  including  his  annual 
subscription  for  the  year  then  current. 

Xn.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  Committee  of  Manage- 
ment shall  yearly,  in  the  month  of  January,  insert  in  some  news- 
paper published  in  the  City  of  Quebec,  a  statement  of  the  amount 
of  the  funds  and  property,  debts  and  liabilities  of  the  said  Corpo- 
ration, certified  by  the  Treasurer  thereof ;  and  that  the  repeal  or 
clteration  of  this  Act  by  the  Legislature  shall  not  be  deemed  an 
intringement  of  the  rights  of  the  said  Corporation. 

XUI.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  this  Act  shall  be  deemed  a 
Public  Act,  and  as  such  shall  be  judicially  noticed  by  all  Judges 
and  others  whomsoever,  without  being  specially  pleaded. 
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
